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DIRECTIONS TO BE OBSERVED IN 
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THIS uſeful, noble, and extenſive Ax r, beſides its-he- 
ing an immediate Introduction to Painting, Sculpture, 
Engraving, with all the train of graceful ſtudies coinciding 
therewith, is even neceſſaty to form the minds of Youth for 
whatever ſtation deſigned, ſince nothing informs or corrects 
our ideas ſo ſoon as a true knowledge of Symmetry and Pro- 
portion. Although this Art, in its extent, be as ere as 
Obſervation can e or Imagination conceive, yet in 
the following ſheets may be found an Abſtract, containing 
Examples amply ſufficient to direct a Genius, in the leaſt apt 
or inquiſitive, not forgetting diligence, but laying aſide fear; 
barn every freſh attempt on the ſame ſubject will evidence 
an amendment to encourage the learner. It would be raſh on 
a ſudden to expect perfection in this Art; yet, after a few 
painful Ess As, a pleaſure ſucceeds in the proſpect, and 
grows in the practice, beyond that of any other Acquiſition ; 
and ſure no ore would fpare the Means where the End is ſo 
deſirable. Not one Book has hitherto appeared in this coun- 
try. well ſuited to facilitate the attainment of this Art; yet 
we are always invited to attend to ample and learned in- 
ſtructions to beginners, where the preliminary diſcourſes 
often ne of confuſe the ideas more than the examples 
they recommend are ever able to eradicate. But ſince exam- 
ple has made verbal Inſtructions expected, we here ſobjoin 
ſuch as ſeem to us neceſſary for a Work of this Kind, viz. 
Any of the following Examples being placed before you, 
a Black Leap PEXCIL and PAPER are all the requiſites 
needful. Then ſlightly ſketch the general proportions, from 
the object ſo placed, which carefully ſurvey, and alter by 
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rubbing it gently out with ſtale bread or India rubber, ſlight- 
ly and cautiouſly retouching with more correctneſs, ſtil} 
keeping your copy ſo faint that you may with eaſe rub out 
and amend it. When you can And no be diſagreement 
from the original in your ſketch, freſh point your pencil. 
and keeping a waſte paper under your hand, begin to finiſh 
your out-line, taking particular care to obſerve and imitate 
ſuch parts as appear dark, W from thoſe which are 
faint or ſmaller, the ſtrong touches being what give ſpirit to 
the out- line, and when properly given, always denote a 
maſter's hand. Let your greateſt application be employed in 
making a perfect out- line, for in this principally conſiſts the 
Artof Drauing; this fully attained, the ſtudy and practice will 
become delightful. The out. line compleated, light and ſhadow 
become your next concern, which is a labour ſo pleaſing, 
that no commendation can be given, adequate to the pleaſure 
a real Profeſſor finds in the execution of this Art, or rather 
Science ſucceeding Art. Beginners are apt to leave the ſtud 
of out- lines too ſoon, and ſo commence painters ; like thoſe 
who raiſe a ſtructure ere the foundation be compleated. Light 
and Shadow are produced by Ezching or Hatching, Waſhing, 
Chiaro Ofcuro, Painting, Modelling, Sculpture, Sc. As the 
firſt three are chiefly uſed by learners, we ſhall give a few hints 
for the executing of each. As 
And firſt of . Hatching : carefully obſerve the Burin, or 
manner in which the ſtrokes of the original are laid, and 
keep with exactneſs the form, not ſo much regarding their 
number; firſt ſlightly making them all of a thickneſs, and 
after, by various retouchings, ſtrengthen them to the tone of 
colour in your original, whether you uſe black or red chalk, 
or black lead; which may be uſed ſingly or thus eompound- 
ed, working the fainter parts with black lead, and give 
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ſtrength with black chalk : or finiſhing your drapery, hair 
and eye-brows in this manner, and the fleſh or naked with 
red chalk. 'This method is beſt for copying engraved prints, 
which we principally recommend to beginners, , +» 
Next of Waſhing or Shading with Indian Ink. Go exact! 
over your out-line with a pen-dipped in common Ink, with _ 
clean ſtale bread or India rubber, rub out all remains of 
your black lead ; then mix your Indian Ink, by rubbing it 
in an earthen ſaucer with water, till it is pretty black ; then 
take another clean ſaucer and dip your pencil in the Indian 
Ink, and with water mix it to the lighteſt ſhade ; as it dries 
deepen it, where neceſſary, till you come up to the ſtrength 
of your original. This method is moſt proper to uſe in 
drawing from mezzotintos or paintings. . 
Laſtly of Crayons, beginning with black and white: take 
blue or purple- coloured paper, and having exactly formed 
your out- line, begin on the ſecond degree of your ſhades, 
and with black chalk darken downwards; then take white 
French chalk, to be had at all colour ſhops, and heighten 
the lighter parts to a perfect white. In this manner all 
paintings may be copied in their proper colours, by having 
different Crayons of each colour, from dark to light in due 
gradations ; and practiſing by the preceding rule, rolling a 
1 of. paper to a point, and dozzeling or rubbing each co- 
our on the paper when finiſhed, to prevent their coming off, 
which yet will be tender, and ſhould be kept behind a glaſs.
